Public Notice No. 44-TTC('PNl/72, dated 20th March, 1972, The General Trade Arrange* 
ment between India and Afghanistan signed on the 20th February, 1972, is reproduced 
in Aunexure I. 

2. Eligible Jmporters/Exporters .—^Applications for import of Schedule ‘A’ commodities 
from Afghanistan and for the export of Schedule B.1 and Schedule ,B2 commodities from 
Indian, will be considered in accordance with the provisions made in this Pubhe Notice, 
from the following;— 

(i) “Approved importers" under the previous Trade Arrangements; and 
(ii) “Others”. 
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3, The “Approved Importers” are those; 

(i) who have participated in the IndptAfghan Trade in those commodities during 
the four years ending 30th Jt^e, 1956 and are already registered as suchj^ 
and 

(il) the HQyal. Afghan Government's nbminee firps already registerMras “approved 
i^rters”. 

4. “Others" (not being “Aitproved'^ Importers") are those who" are resident in India, 
have the requisite financial capability of) transacting the business as certified by a 
scheduled bank in India, and 

< 

(i) are citkens of India, if they are (a) individuals or (b) kartas of Hindu un¬ 

divided family in respect of family business, 

OR 

(ii) are an Indian Company 

OR 

(iii) have the control and management of their affairs situated wholly in India if 

they are a firm, a limited company or an association. 

OR 

(iv) are a cooperative society registered under the Cooperative Societies Act. 

5., The following will not, however, be permitted to participate: 

(i) Those who have been de-reglstered from the Ust of “Approved Importers" 
under the previous trade Arrangements. (However, those “approved im¬ 
porters” who have remained dormant for a period of four years and have 
been de-registcred in terms of Public Notice No. 240-ITC(PN)/68 dated 
4th November, 1968, will be allowed to participate if they are eligible 
otherwise in terms of this Public Notice); 

(li) those who stand debarred from receiving Import/export licences/release orders 
under the Import/Export Trade Control rules and regulations; 

(iii) those whose counter-balancing obligations under the previous Indo-Afghan Trade 

Agreements remain unfulfilled; 

(iv) Those who have not attained the age of eighteen years (as on the date of this

6. Licensing Authorities .—^The importers are required to submit their applications tor

7. Documents to be furnished. — Subject to the provisions of the Import Trade Control 
Hand Book of Rules i Procedures, 1972-,J, and paragraph id beiow, the importers 
,should apply for CCPs in the prescribed foim and manner indicating, intcr-alia, the 
.c.iX value of goods together with Treasury receipt sliowjng payment of application fees 
,juid documents of past import (vide paragraph 21) relating to the best year’s imports 
in tbo prescribed basic period in respect of the specific jjoods applied for. Applications 
isbould be submitted complete in all respects alongwith the prescribed documents and 
4he applicants should also quote their valid l.V.C,'. Registraiion/EAemplion—Number. 
.Inomnplcte applications are liable to be rejected. 


8 . Invoices to be produced to the Customs Authorities. — The invoice relating to imports 
laluiiild. be produced in duplicate to the customs authorities at the time of clearance of 
the UDoda and it should indicate clearly the quantity, the rate, total f.o.b. value, freight, 
iminnce and total c.i.f. value of the goods imported. The CCPs should be obtained 
Tietac the goods are despatched from Afghanistan. If any imports are made without 
.a valid CCP, such imports will be treated as unauthorised imports and dealt with accord- 
liui^ onder the Import Trade Control/Customs rules and regulations. 


9. Counter-halancimt trade .—Trade with Afghanistan in respect of commodities appearing 
in SiAednle *A’ and Schedule -P and ‘B-lT shall be subject to a counter balanced 
uraagement. Tlic eligible participants can start the trade cycle either with import or 
witli export, in accordance with the procedure laid down in this Public Notice. 


10. '“Import first'’ Scheme .—Those who intend to start with imports from Afghanistan 
■xhoald apply for CCPs for the Import of (i) dry fruits, (ii) fresh fruits and (iii) other 
. n m n n mititie H, upto the value limits indicated below;—

33. Validity of C.C.P..S.—The CCPs issued in terms of this Public Notice will bo valid 
“^SSor l li nicci months from the date of issue._ 

*The Txport Performance Guarantee’ has been evolved by ECGC, to help impov- 
ticrs/exporters to secure, on easier terms, bank guarantees they nave to furnish in 
OTurse of their import/export business. For giving the guarantee the banbs rcquiire 
ffic exporters to deposit varying amounts of cash. their standing. o 

the extent they have to make a cash deposit, their resources are blocked. This 
-gnaTanfce seeks to help the importer/cxportcr.s to obtain the bank guarantee without 
^Ing any cash deposit or against a reduced margin of deposit. 
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23. Diitribution of C.C.E. —The Customs authorilies will send the ‘Custoim’ copy ot 
C.C.P. to the concerned liccnsinfi authority direct, indicating the actual utilisation thei 
quantity and the value covered by each C.C.P. in the prescribed form on the revene of 
the permit. The second copy will, as at present,, he handed back to the importer to be 
furiushed to Reserve Bank of India, duly stamped and signed. 


24. Distribution of Transit Certificates .—The importers while presenting the CCP« 
the Customs authorities concerned wdl produce live copies of the Transit Certificates issued 
by the Royal Afghan Government. One copy of the transit cprtificate will be retained 
by the Customs, the second copy will be forwarded to the Reserve Bank of India, and 
the third and the fourth copies will be sent by them to the Office of the Chief Cbnbnller- 
of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, for onward transmission to the Royal Afghan Gov¬ 
ernment and Indian Embassy in Kabul. The fifth copy is to be forwarded by the Custom*' 
authorities to the licensing authority concerned. 


25. Bonded Warehousing facilities. —^In order to discourage speculative tendency tho- 
bor.ding and Ware-housing "facilities at the Customs posts in India will not, onlinsrily, bo.: 
available. However, to facilitate storage during summer, the bonding facility may bo pro¬ 
vided for a period of not more than six months between 1st March and 31st October, 

will be limited to only dry fruits other than almonds and khasta. Warehoused dry fruitK' 
will have to be cleared on payment of customs duty before 31st Octol^r. Goods wbh^-' 
are not removed by the 31st October, 1972 will be liable for confiscation. 

26. Imports to be made on outright purcitase basts limited c.veeption.—Import* and 
exports between India and Afghanistan will take place only on outright purchase basii^ 
An exception has, however, been made in the case ot dried fruits other than almond* ana' 
khasta, imported by “approved importers" who arc also authorised exporters 
Afghanistan. Such dried fruits can be imported by importers who held a valid CCP' 
and are also authorised exporters in Afghanistan, ‘consigned to self’ to be kept in bona 
in authorised warehouses. Dried fruits so brought into bond will be kept at the owner's 
risk and must be sold and duty as assessed by the Indian Customs thereon paid, ^fore ftcY 
can be taken out of the bond by the importer. This facility will be available o^y 
between the 31st March 31st October, 1972. Goods which hre not removed by tho 
31st October, 1972 will be liable for confiscation. 

27. Banking channels.—To explore the practicability of routing trade ex^m8e*> 
between Afghanistan and India through banking channels, the two Governments n»vg 
agreed that a beginning would be made with regard to the import of Asafo^da fromr 
Afghanistan. Detailed arrangement* in thi* regard will be announced separately.

Afghanistan may be permitted ^ ^ produce a landing Cj:rtiflcate to the om-

cerned licensing authority in India a* well a* to m* kcsm 
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Afghan Customs authorities, within 15 days of despatch of the goods, in case they oro 
sent! by air, and within. 45 days of despatch of the goods in case they are sent by* sea/ 
land route. Failure to produce the requisite landing certificate will render the exporter/ 
importer concerned liable to penal action under the Imports and Exports Trade Control/ 
Foreign Exchange rule.s and regulations. 

32. No diversion to third countries .—It is agreed between the two Governments that 
the goods imported by either country from the other would be used only for consump¬ 
tion in the country of import. Serious notice will be taken of cases where goods imported 
from or exported to Afghanistan are diverted to a third country. Exporters of Schedule 
'B—T and ‘B—IF commodities shall have to produce certificates of clearance through 
Afghanistan Customs, For this purpose, a photostat copy or a certified copy of the docu¬ 
ment showing clearance through Afghanistan Customs shall be produced by the exporter 
to the Indian Customs authorities as indicated in paragraph 31. 

33. Trade should desist from abusing the system. Maintenance of reasonable prices ,— 
Trade is advised to ensure that the existing system is used in the interest of consumers/pro 
ducers in India and Afghanistan and that the Trade Arrangement secures the common 
objectives of healthy growth and diversification of trade between the two countries. They 
(should also ensure that reasonable prices are charged and efficient aftersales service ia 
maintained wherever necessary. Appropriate pyial action will be taken if the trade 
arrangment is used to the disadvantage of producers and the healthy growth and diversifi¬ 
cation of trade between the two countriee. 
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ANNEXURE I 

Indo-Afghan Trade Arrangement for 1972-73 

A delejation from Afghanistan led by H. E. Mr. M. Are! Ghaussi, Ministry of 
Commerce, Royal Afghan Government and a delegation from India led by Shri L. N. 
Mishra, Minister of Foreign Trade, Government of India, held trade talks in New Delhi 
from February 18 to February 20, 1972. 

2. The two delegations reviewed the working of Indo-Afghan trade in all its aspects 
during the preceding three years and discussed the Trade Arrangement for 1972-73. They 
noted that progress towards diversification of trade has been limited. The two delegations 
re-afKrmcd their resolve to promote, develop and diversify trade between India and 
Afghanistan to mutual advantage, to eliminate concentration of Trade and to remove 
difficulties that have arisen in the exi,sting .system. 

3. The Government of India and the Royal Government of Afghanistan agreed that 
they would provide faeilitics tor setting up a plant in Afghanistan through Joint venture 
for the production of extracts of medicinal herbs and plants grown in Afghanistan. India 
offered to make use of these extracts for its own pharmaceutical industry for a period of 
twenty years. Afghani.stan expressed its desire to purchase medical and surgical instruments 
aind other surgical supplies manufactured in India. The two Delegations further agreed 
to import drugs and medicines manufactured in the two countries. As a step forward 
towards this, the concerned authorities of the two Governments would permit the 
registration of medicines manufactured in the two countries in their National Formulary, 
if any, subject to the satisfaction of prescribed standards of purity and quality. 

4. In accordance with the provisions of Article 15 of the Treaty of 1950 between thei 
Royal Afghan Government aivj the Government of India, and subject to their respective 
import, export and foreign exchange regulations and the special trade arrangements that 
may be concluded between the two Governments from year to year, the two Governments 
re-affirmed their agreement to the following;— 

(a) Import of Sehedulo 'A’ commodities from Afghanistan will be permitted to any 
person into India whose imports are counterbalanced by exports of 
Schedule ‘B-T and ‘B-IF commodities from India in the prescribed proportion. 

fb) Export of Schedule 'B-F and ‘B-IT commodities from India will be permitted 

in the prescribed proportion to any person whose exports arc counter-balanced 
by imports from Afghanistan of Schedule ‘A’ commodities. 

fc) Payment for imports and exports of commodities not covered by Schedule ‘A’, 

'B-T and ‘B IT shall be made by establishing letters of credit in tiansferahle 
U. S. dollars or Pound Sterling. 

1(d) The special self-balancing account maintained by the Da Afghanistan Bank with 
the State Bank of India will continue to be utilised to facilitate imports of 
hides and skins on a liberal basis against exports cf goods and services 
from India. 

5. It is the understanding between the Government of India and the Royal Government 
of Afghanistan that the goods imported by either country from the other would he used 
for consumption in the country of import, and effective steps would be taken to prohibit 
end prevent their diversion to third countries. 

6. The two Governments will consult with each other periodically to review the above 
arrangements with a view to removing any difficulty in the working of this arrangement. 

7. This trade Arrangement will come into force from 1st March, 1972 and will remain 
■Valid for one year. Unless either Contracting Party gives notice of termination or 
amendment one month prior to the expiry of this arrangement it will automatically M 
extended by a further period of one year. On the expiry of the second year of the 
arrangement, unless either Contracting Party gives notice of termination or amendment, 
one month prior to the expiry Of the second year, it will automatically be extended by 
a further period of one year.
